Editor British Colonist; — The follow- 
ing, eiiracied lrotn the Gardemr's Chronicle 
and Agricultural Gazette, may possibly ba

' When milk is allowed to sour beforo it is 
skimmed the layer of cream appears more 
bulky and of greater consistency, but il 
due« not produoe eo much nor so good a 
quality of butter as cream pioporly ruised 
and skimmed Irom milk before it sours. 
Oa Ibia point wu P 09,es8 teme interesting 
experiments by Lautiel, who set aside two 
equal quantities of rajlk. of which the first, 
skimmed after 30 hours, yielded 30lba ol 
butter, and the second, skimmed alter a lapse 
ot tit) houie, only 27losof butter. In anoiber 
experiment, two equal quaoii'ies ol mi>k 
yielded— tho ono when sujmuied alter 3U 
hours, 3llba of butier; »nd the other, skim- 
med after GO hours, only 29lba of batter. In 
both experiment in wh ch the milk waB 
skimmed alter 30 hours' standing, the skim- 
milk was still sweet, ond the croBm not so 
tlnok and less in bulk than tbut thrown up 
ufier 60 hours' standing. The cream which 
rises first is always richer io butter than that 
which is throwuup later, aud it also possesses 
more of that peculiar aroma which gives lo 
httlfcar that noli miluy Uavor aud smell 
which imparls so high a degree ol 
pleasure in eating if. Of one thing we in iy 
all bo assured— tho quickor cream can be 
made to rise tho better lbe quality ; for 
cream, like all perishable eab.-Unces, docs 
dot preserve iia .rigiual properijes Iqr ouj 
groat length of limo. Choice koepable bat- 
ter can only result when tbe milk has been 
kepi eweot, as tho souring devolops curds, 
Hut while the oream should be taken Irom l bo 
milk beloro il is tour, tho cream, on the 
contrary, is allowed lo have a plouuant acid 
taste belore churning.'

Dominion Mail Summary, 

We have Canadian exchanges to the 8th 
inst. The news from lied River was attract- 
ing a good deal of attention. The latest edi- 
tion ot the f\tu> Nation had been suppressed 
us il ooniuined something which tho Winni- 
peg authorities preferred should not meet 
iha eye ol the outside world. Gaudy, the 
csplured scout, was taken out for exouution 
by some officers; they soon returned and 
reported that the execution was carried 
out, and Gaudy bad not since been seen dead 
or alive. Doubt cxisied as to whether he 
had been executed. Commissioners to trout 
wiih the Canadian Government lor tho ad- 
mission ol tbe litd River Settlement weie 
reported on their way to O.tuva. In the 
course ol debute in tho Canadian Commons, 
fcsir Francis Hincks etaled that the subject 
of renewul ol the reciprocity treaty was at 
present under the considetation of the 
United States Government, and he advised 
delay io ihe proposed changes in tho cui- 
touis laiiff wita a view to protecting Cana- 
dian industries, as there was every reason lo 
expect a renewal ot reciprocal commercial 
relations between tho two countries, a pros- 
pect which might be injuriously influenced 
by hasty legislation. 1 nere is, nevorihuless, 
a strong feuliog in favor of meeting Ameri- 
can produce with a protective duty. An 
official return shows lo whit extent Canada 
is flooded with American wheat. During 
Iho lisoal year '68 -'09 ihe amount ol wbeul 
imported into Cunada was 6,151,848 bushels, 
of which 5,8l'8, ( J02 bushels nere from Ihu 
United Stales. .Mr Oliver moved iu tho 
House of Common* an address praying for 
too imp eiiion of duties on nbeat, flour, In- 
dian com, hops, Bull, and bituminous coal 
imported from the United Slates. Tbe 
death of Sir William Cotebrooit, ot Suit 
Hall, Bucks, is ann< uncud. Sir William 
was Lieut -Governor of New Brunswick Mom 
1841 to 1858. lie died ut tho advanced age 
ol 83 years. It is etatod thai Sir John 
Young will go lo Red Uiver us toon 
as Parliament rises, which it was expect- 
ed would bo about the 10. h April. In 
reply to enquiry. Sir Jobs A. McDonald 
said it was the intention of the ijoverninent to 
kenp a sullicient armed force in Canadian 
w.iters to enforce the fishery laws, and that a 
certain number of armed vessels would be 
supplied, rs usual, by the Imperial govern- 
ment. The laws would be enforced and tbe 
fishery interests of tho Dominion fully pro- 
tected. Several public meetings have recently 
been held throughout Prince Edward Island 
to consider the proposed terms of union, and 
although tbey have, in some instances, been 
noisy and the issue not very distinct, yet there 
is observable nn unmistakable tendency to- 
wards Confederation, most persons regarding 
it an tno inevitable destiny of the Island. The 
leading newspapers of tho Island appear lo 
realize tho substantial advantages of union 
and only regard it us a question of timo and 
terms. IU'feiring to tho 'Hill of Blghia 1 
adopted by the Council Extraordinary recently 
held at Fort Garry, tho aubstanco of which 
wai published in these columns a few days 
ago, tbo Ottawa Citizen remarks : ' Those aro 
pretty extensive demands and iri Bomo respects 
mr.y require modification, although most of 
them can bo conceded.
